STANDARDIZATION OF ARABIC TRANSLITERATION FOR JPRS 


1. The Arabic definite article, al, will be transliterated uniformly al 
regardless of the consonant following it in all personal and place names 
and sound titles, e.g., al-Tuwayni, al-Dammam, al-Thawrah; and the render- 
ing of the Arabic sun letters with the definite article as "ath-," "ash-," 
etc., will not be used. Thus: al-Shams, al-Nur, al-Thawrah, etc. The 
letter "a" in the "al" will not be in the upper case except when it starts 


a sentence or a paragraph. 


2. The Arabic word for family of, clan of, or house of (alif, maddah, lam) 
will be rendered Al without accompanying hyphen, e.g., Al Sa‘ud, Al Thani, 
Al Khalifah, etc. 


3. All phrase names, except those compounded with Allah, will be hyphenated; 
i.e., ‘Abd-al-Nasir, Muhyi-al-Din, Abu-al-Qasim, Abu-'Izz-al-Din, Sayf-al- 
Nasr, Zayn-al-‘Abidin, Abu-Haydar, ‘Abd-Rabbuh, Ibn-Jiluwi, ‘Abdallah, 
Fadlallah, etc. 


4. The letter ‘ayn in all positions (initial, medial, and final), and the 
hamzah in its medial and final positions will be transliterated by the use 
of the apostrophe ('}. Examples for the ayn: "Arif, ‘Aramun, Mit'ab, Sa'da, 
Muti’, Juba'. Examples for the hamzah: Mu'min, Ma'daba, Hana‘, al-Balqa’. 


5. The Arabic word for son (ba, nun) will be rendered ibn. (Note: Bin is 
used in some instances with names in Jordan and Libya.)
